$150,000 For New School 

Under the plan as outlined this 
week by the treasurer, $150,000 
would be borrowed this summer for 
the new high school project. It 
would be repaid next winter from a 
$775,000 bond issue. 

When the high school building 
committee and finance committee 
needs the remaining one million 
dollars, it will be raised through 
another bond issue, the treasurer |

West Center Addition 

The town would borrow $45,000 
this summer for the West Center 
school addition. This amount 
would be repaid from a $100,000 
bond issue next year, he proposed, 
The town meeting authorized the 
town to spend $175,000 for the ad- 
dition, with $75,000 coming from 
available funds. 


Drainage Big Item | 

In a third step, the town would | 
borrow $130,000 under authorized | 
drainage, expenditures. Next Year, | 
the full $145,000 bond issue would | 
repay the summer loan and clear | 
up the remaimine, expenditures un- 

j der the drainage items. 

Mr. Eaton pointed out that the 
town probably would want to get 
the drainage work underway quick- 
ly, getting as much as possible 
accomplished during the summer. 
Thus, his plan provided for bor- 
rowing most of the authorized am- 
ount on the short term basis. An 
additional $76,000 will be spent 
on drainage but was not voted as 
a bond issue by town meeting. 


Avoids Big Rate Jump 

“This is a new way of handling 
bond issues,’’ Mr. Eaton acknow- 
ledged. However, he pointed out 
that borrowing the entire $1 ,995,- 
000 would boost the 1956 tax rate 
by at least $7. 

The 1956 rate will certainly be 
increased to some degree, he has 
explained, because $995,000 will 
be borrowed that year and some ol 
the interest and principal pay- 
ments will come due. But the 
steeper climb will be avoided that 
year, by delaying action on the 
million dollar high school balance.
